Being the totally unorganized, neuroti- 
cally unneurotic that I am, I left this, what 
should be the most important part of the 
zine, for the very last minute.

Some people may view this as a turn for 
the worse, whereas to me it seems I have 
entered a new phase in my life never be- 
fore lived. 1994 ended with a one month, 
much needed vacation to Germany. 

I spent time with my brother, who until 
then was really the only person I felt this 
weird bond to. I sometimes wondered if 
there weren’t any homosexual incestual 
undertones there. I hadn’t spent either my 
birthday or Christmas with him in almost 
14 years, which I know is just society’s way 
of.. ..Blah fucking blah. Even thinking about 
it now brings a shoe size lump to my irri- 
tated throat. I was awakened by a soft kiss 
on the cheek and a “happy birthday” by 
someone whose coldness and detachment 
I had often envied. 

There were many mixed feelings involved 
with this trip. I was anxiously awaiting de- 
parture time for months. It seemed all of 
the world’s evils would be somehow less- 
ened by leaving - maybe there’s a lot of sym- 
bolism there, and I refuse to use my other- 
wise uncanny analytical reasoning. I now 
wanted to go see my brother, but I wished 
it could be in Ft. Lauderdale instead of 
across an ocean. The beautiful fairy tale 
castles and gingerbread houses in the Black 
Forest could wait another year. Decisions 
needed to be made fast and paid plane tick- 
ets were on the line. I went. The thought of 
Jacel kept me with one foot in Germany 
and one foot in Miami. My mind was frac- 
tured. The day I had to come back from 
Germany was met with the same melan- 
choly present upon leaving Miami. With my 
usual flair for drama, tears cascaded down 
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my face for almost an hour. I had to regain 
focus. My sadness soon gave way to the 
anxiety one experiences only once in a life- 
time - maybe twice if you’re ever faced with 
a life or death situation. My pounding heart 
would not cease pounding for another week 
or so, in which case it only mutated into a 
perpetual stomach ache similar to an ulcer, 
but caused by hyperactive butterflies. 

The person of my dreams seemed a little 
closer with each passing of a calendar work 
day. How the actual encounter would hap- 
pen was up in the air. All forms of approach 
were shot down by my alter ego before they 
even had a chance. Having never faced a 
situation of similar magnitude, I was at a 
total loss as to what to do. Assuming the 
role society has given me of a “man,” was 
something I have always rejected. Maybe I 
justify my insecurity by my own self righ- 
teousness. I have always felt vulgar coming 
off as a “guy.” I never wanted to do any- 
thing the way other people did. Maybe my 
mom’s hatred toward men put this incred- 
ibly unreal pressure on me to “be different.” 
How do you go about being different using 
a language that is common? How do I keep 
myself from viewing myself as something 
other than what I would view any other per- 
son taking similar actions? If I know inside 
myself that my feeling are authentic, then 
why should I worry? Maybe the indiffer- 
ence I claim to feel is another self righteous 
attempt to justify my insecurity and need 
for acceptance. 25 years old and having 
never approached a woman is neither a po- 
sition to fee proud of or ashamed of - it 
merely puts you in a child-like state of fear 
and vulnerability. You feel a sense of pa- 
ralysis, yet you know that you must some- 
how find the courage to walk, to learn how 
to take that first step. Your life depends on 
it. People expect action from a man. It is 
rare that the woman will take the first step. 
Who am I to judge someone for not making 
the first move, if I can’t. Luckily the stars 
were aligned that day (Karina, Richard, and 
Kenny), and destiny continued its rampage. 

Going on this trip cleared my mind and 
helped me see things in a different light, in 
a light that is always there but somehow 
seems to get clouded in the social world. It 
helped me gain courage and put me in touch 
with the passion I knew was dormant in- 
side of me. It helped me get my “affairs” in 
order for me to proceed with 1 995 . 1 learned 
a few things about life and got to critically 
analyze and compare our American (mainly 
Miami) society with that of Germany and 


most of Europe, for that matter. 

I began thinking and thus realized what 
one of the major flaws with Miami, and to 
a certain extent the US, is. Everything is so 
fucking big! The society that has been cre- 
ated here is non conducive toward human 
contact and communication. This fact keeps 
people from communicating with like 
minded individuals. This keeps people to 
themselves. It’s easier to control people this 
way. Subversion is kept to a minimum be- 
cause people rarely share their ideas with 
each other, the few people with enough 
energy left from their hectic day to gener- 
ate ideas. 

It’s 2:13 AM and I’m sitting in a “restau- 
rant/bar” whose name when translated 
means “poison ivy.” This is my 5th trip to 
Germany in about 8 years and though Ger- 
many is by far a model country whom we 
should all aim to emulate, it has some things 
that I think would benefit our city, if not 
our country. 

Miami is a big city made up of smaller 
cities without a nucleus. It’s spread out over 
a large portion of land. In molecular terms 
it could be described as all electron. It just 
takes up space. Miami possesses all the cons 
of a large city without any of the pros. Ger- 
many, and all of Europe, really, is based on 
a unified and centralized concept of a city. 
Maybe geography has been a large contribu- 
tor to this fact. 

Miami has suffered what much of the 
western, “civilized” world has suffered - 
rapid industrialization. An abundance of 
land coupled with an ignorant “bigger is 
better” mentality has led it to “develop” as 
much land as possible without consider- 
ation for nature-human nature included. We 
have destroyed nature (which is another 
column in itself), and we’re destroying the 
spirit. If you’re not part of the social elite, 
the pretty people, Miami is a barren waste- 
land. 

Some of you may think of Miami as a 
mecca for social interaction. The only so- 
cial interaction takes place in noisy, dark 
night clubs or trendy cafes where you go to 
be seen not where you go to exchange ideas.

You will 
be confronted with life and might have to 
do something about it. Silence does not 
equate to loneliness. Whatever you do, do 
not stop talking. No one can take away your 
firm beliefs and, thus, your freedom.

W ith some Limey s voice explaining 
the history o f Punk Roch in the 
background on the tv and music blaring by 
the Sex Pistols, Fat Mike gave us a brief 
insight into NOFX. This interview repre- 
sents the worst interview of ours to this 
date. We weren't going to print it, hut the 
possibility of selling a million issues was 
simply too large a temptation. This is only 
25% of the interview we had planned. Our 
questions were directed evenly at the four 
members. Only one member conducted 
the interview. It wasn't our choice, but we 
really had no choice. A lot of our questions 
were left unasked and thu§ unanswered. 
NOFX are a great hand! I'm sure doing 
100's of interviews is boring. Some are 
great, some suck. I guess punk rock is a 
business and not just a hobby anymore. 
Maybe we should have introduced our- 
selves as Tim Yo from MRR. 


RI: How profitable has selling out the punk rock scene been? 

FAT MIKF: (not understanding the joke despite the laughter): I 
don’t think we’ve sold out the punk scene at all, but.. .ah. ..real 
profitable! FI Hefe bought a house. 

RI: A close source of the RATIONAL INQUIRER informed 
us that you were flown to California to spend Thanksgiv ing 
with your family. Could you elaborate? 

FAT MIKF: Is that what they told you? Well, we weren’t flown. 
They flew, I stayed in Atlanta. 

RI: Did you come in by horse and carriage? 

MIKF: Yeah. If you got pictures, could you send me some? 

RI: I wish we would have. 

MIKF: The guy was like, “Took only $30.” We were staying in 
downtown, so we said ok. 

RI: Your live shows seem really well choreographed. I)o you 
guys rehearse your shows? 

MIKF.: Actually, a lot of people don’t believe us when we tell 
them this, but we never rehearse at all. The day the tour started 
we practiced for a couple of hours. We’re on tour for about 6 
months a year, so we don’t practice ever. Going back to the first 
question, 1 think you can sell out the punk scene, but I don’t think 
we have. I mean if a band wants to do that, that’s fine. 

RI: We just asked you that as a joke figuring you’ve heard 
quite a bit of this. 

MIKF: Actually not that much. RANCID have gotten it more 
because they’re on MTV and all over the radio. 

RI: Have you sent your video to MTV, yet? 

MIKF: No. 
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RI: Are von going to? 

MIKE: No. 

RI: Why make it, then? 

MIKE: It’s going to go to cable stations all 
over the country and it’s on our full length 
video that we have for sale now. 

RI: Last time you sent your video. Why 
the sudden change of mind? 

MIKE: We did send our first two 
videos to MTV and they said “No.” 

To be truthful, we made this video 
with the intention of sending it to 
MTV, and we changed our mind. 

We decided we didn’t really want 
to do that. I mean all you’re really 
doing is making a commercial. You 
really are commercializing your- 
self. Where we felt the punk scene 
has supported us all these years | * f 
and ...I don’t really think it’s sell- 
ing out. It’s just getting more ex- 
posure, but if the punks think it’s m 

selling out, then I guess it is, you '1r 
know what I mean? I don’t want to 
piss off all these people that have 
supported us al 1 these years. I f they 
think it’s fucked, then fine, it’s 
fucked. We owe our audience that 
have come to see us all these years. 

RI: (we edit questions intended 
for other members): What’s the 
combined length of you r penises? 

MIKE: (in dismay): I wouldn’t 
know, (to liis wife w ho didn 7 hear 
the question and w anted to know ) 

The length of our penises. 

RI: (to Mike's wife): Would you 
know by any chance? 

WIFE: (No response) 

RI: Is there anything that a ma- 
jor label could offer you that 
would persuade you to sign? 

MIKE: I suppose they could offer us 
enough money to where we’d do it. We’ve 
been offered $400,000 for one album, and 
we turned it down, which is more than 
GREEN DAY got for their deal. 

RI: It seems that the big complaint used 
to be distribution, but... 

MIKE: Yeah, that’s not a complaint of 
mine at all, and that’s why our next album 
will be on Epitaph. If some major is going 
to offer us $1,000,000 to do one record 


with no strings attached, then we’d 
probably take it. We’re selling 250,000 
records on Epitaph, so we’re going to make 
more than $400,000 anyway. We’re really 
happy on Epitaph, but if some stupid ass 
major label fuck is going to offer us 
sufficient money, then we’ll take it. 

RI: Has having a below average IQ

presented you with any impediment to 
being in a band? 

MIKE: I’m not stupid at all. I went to 
college. I got a BA in social studies with a 
minor in human sexuality. When I 
graduated college I started making a living 
off the band so I never needed to use it. 
RI: Good message to “the kids.” Have 
something to fall back on. Is music a 
career someone can have for life, or 
have you considered something outside 
of music? 


MIKE: I was considering being a sex 
therapist before the band took off, but I’ve 
pretty much secured my future so that I’m 
always going to be in the music business. 
Between my band and the label [Fat Wreck 
Chords]. The label is doing great. My wife 
runs it. I really enjoy it. We have three 
other people working there. All I really do 
is just sign the bands and they 
m : mm take care of most of the 
i business. I used to, but...

I’m not going 
to take out ads is SPIN or 
anything.

I RI: If your were allowed to 

talk for 3 minutes with the 
president, what would you 
talk about? 

I MIKE: I’d probably talk to him 
about music. I’ve got nothing 
else to talk to him about. 

RI: Over the years you’ve 
attacked hippies, vegetar- 
ians, skin heads, white 
people, straight edgers, the 
PMRC, and just about any 
other faction ever in exist- 
ence. What’s your response 
to those who may view this as 
insecure intolerance? Is there any topic 
you wouldn’t joke about? 

MIKE: There’s a lot of things I wouldn’t 
joke about. I don’t get the insecure 
intolerance part. 

RI: Some people may say to just lay off 
of those people. If you don’t like it, just 
don’t support it. 

MIKE: I don’t really think we attack 
people. Those songs like the one about 
vegetarians were like 5 or 6 years ago. 
“Don’t Call Me White” is a backlash song. 
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It’s not meant to be offensive or antagonis- 
tic. It’s a backlash to rap bands which t 
really don’t like that have a lot of things to 
say about the black race or the white race. 
It’s a backlash on that. Our lyrics in 
general are like 75% to 80% serious. We 
really don’t joke that much* There’s a lot 
of things like violence and sickness that I 
wouldn’t joke about. I think even our silly 
songs are serious. 

RI: What do you consider to be a 
feminist and do you consider yourself 
one? 

MIKE: Yeah, I consider myself to be a 
feminist. No, actually I’m an egalitarian. I 
think people should treat each other well. 
My wife and I both do the garbage and 
stuff like that. She makes me do stuff, too. 
We both do stuff... 

WIFE: Oh my God. Did you hear what you 
just said. “She makes me...’’ 

MIKE: Well because you... 

They proceed to whisper to each other in 
slight animosity. They tried not to let it he 
shown , hut I think we caused a fight. 
MIKE: But yeah. I’m an egalitarian. 
Feminist sounds like a white supremacist. 
People should treat each other equally. 
Feminists are really into their own sex. It 
doesn’t really mean “to be feminine.” It’s 
about being equal. 

RI: Why did you turn down the GREEN 
DAY tour? 

MIKE: Well, we did the FISHBONE tour, 
the only opening show tour we ever did, 
and we didn’t really have a very good time 
and, and we didn’t make very much 
money. We had fans there, but we had to 
try to win over some crowds. I rather just 
play to pepple who like us. With GREEN 
DAY, people have been saying “You’ll 
gain so many fans.” We’ll probably gain 
some fans, but probably half the crowd 
won’t like us. I don’t like playing shows 
that big. Once you get over 1 ,000 seaters, 
they’re really not that good. It may have 
been a mistake. A lot of people say it was. 
RI: Is it getting more difficult to play 
small shows? This place was sold out 
and I know there are people scalping 
tickets. Would it bother you to know 
that your tickets are being sold for S20. 
MIKE: I don’t know. Bands who get big say 
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they can’t play small 
places. We could play big- 
ger places, not much big- 
ger. This is too small. We 
usually try to play 800 
seaters (this was 600), but 
the Masquerade was 
taken. It gets a little diffi- 
cult when you’re at the 
point where you get too 
big for clubs, but you’re 
not big enough for are- 
nas. It’s our decision. 

Some FISHBONE shows 
were in 2,000 seaters, and 
that’s a little too big. 

RI: Did EPITAPH want 
you to send your video 
to MTV. 

MIKE: They wanted us 
to. There was a guy say- 
ing we should send it for 
thi s and thi s reason . We ’ re 
like, we don’t want to send 
it for this and that reason. 

They’re like, ok! Basically 
any decision we make, 

EPITAPH stands by. 

RI: I would think a big- 
ger label would force 
you to in order to sell more. 

MIKE: Yeah, but if you’re selling.. .We’re 
making money for everyone, so they’re not 
going to force us. If we were only selling 
20,000 records, they could have more 
input. Like PROPAGHANDHI on Fat 
Wreck Chords were making some demands 
on me. But because they’re a really good 
band and they sell records. I’m not going 
to sell their records to Caroline Records 
and the LPs won’t have a bar code and 
stuff like that. They didn’t want plastic for 
their CDs, but people don’t throw away the 
CD covers like diapers. 

RI: If the band continues to grow to a 
point where you’re not comfortable, 
could what happened to OPERATION 
IVY happen to NOFX? 

MIKE: We’re really happy with our 
success. There was more to the OP IVY 
deal than just that. Jessie didn’t want to 
continue. 

RI: Was your approach to this record 





different than that of the last album? 

Did you go into it differently? Why 
didn’t El Hefe sing so much this time? 
Was it a conscious decision? 

MIKE: We tried to write a more Punk 
album. Our last album I noticed we were 
going into a diffcrent direction. I thought 
doing a 19 or 20 song album would be cool 
and then RANCID did a 23 song album 
and 19 was no big deal. And yeah, you’re 
right, El Hefe didn’t sing so much. It 
wasn’t on purpose. I guess it just hap- 
pened. 

RI: A lot of the other questions were for 
the other members, so I guess that’s it. If 
we see them, I guess we’ll ask them. 

MIKE: Don’t try to ask them anything too 
intelligent. I like doing all the interviews 
cuz I write the lyrics and songs. If someone 
is going to think we’re acting a certain 
way, you can’t really ask anyone else. They 
don’t know.

THE LEVELLERS not only kave a quite 
well organized fan cluk ("On Tke Fiddle”), kut 
also do tkey take an active role in figkting crimi- 
nal governmental xdecisionss according to recent 
information taken from tkeir magazine On Tke 
Fiddle puklisked kalf-yeariy (in tke next issue of 
wkick Rational Ltiquirer will kopefully ke men- 
tioned!) Tkey are now figkting tke new "crimi- 
nal justice kill” from Novemker 3 last year. 

Tkese kind of activities prove tkat tke title of 
tkeir compilation from 1992 "See Notking, 

Hear Notking, Do Sometking” wasn’t just a 
trendy slogan and tkat tkey really care. Tkis 
alkum is particularly well suited for tkose of you 
wko want to oktain a general impression of tke 
kand and so I want to give a skort review of it 
until I can introduce you to tkeir fortkeoming 
alkum (akout to appear ky April/May). 

Tke 45 minute mix of 15 songs of course 
could ke muck longer kut it convinces ky its good 
sound quality and sparkling vividness of tke live 
recordings.

Or tke clever use of an Australian 
akorigines’ instrument called "Didgeridoo” (it 
took my krotker-in-law several weeks to kandle 
it...) and wkick gives tke song ike “Tke 
Boatsman” a really exti^odinary touck. Anotker 
unique element of tkeir alkums in general are 
tke covers designed ky Jeremy and last kut not 
lease all tke classical instruments - kere a cello. 
Tkere’ s a piano or a kanjo (I’d enjoy some 
kalalaika sounds, too) and not to forget THE 
LEVELLERS’ vivid violent violin played ky 
Jon. 

Well, I tkink tkat’ s enou gk of it now. Furtker 
information will kopefully follow in next issue! 
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W alleye were interview ed at The Kitchen Club 
in Coconut Grove, FL. Originally, both me 
and Nelson planned to conduct the interview. Un- 
fortunately, due to unforseen circumstances, hello 
Hazel, I was left with neither a camera nor a 
partner to do this interview with.

Shane: We have an LP 
coming out hopefully 
Spring/early Summer. 
We’ll be back hope- 
fully later this year. 
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There are a few people that should be 
thanked for this interview, but I’ll be 
selfish and leave all the name drop- 
ping aside. One thanks that can’t be 
skipped is Dalton from Swill maga- 
zine and Caroline records for turning 
me on to this band. THE GOOPS are 
an up and coming punk rock and roll 
band that you will hear more about in 
the near future, whether you like it or 
not. Do yourself a favor and pick up 
some of their music. Better yet, go 
see em live. 

This interview took place over the 
phone from the penthouse suite at 
Blackout! Records headquarters. I 
spent about 1/2 an hour on the phone 
with Eleanora, THE GOOPS’ lead 
singer. She seemed extremely 
approachable and charismatic, which 
is also evident by their eplosive live 
set. Sit back, enjoy a line of coke, 
and read on. 

RI:You guys seem to be quite 
active recently. I’ve heard that you 
have been touring extensively with 
RANCID, THE DEVIL DOGS, 
and now with SAMIAM. What has 
the reaction been? You must be 
seeing pretty large and diverse 
crowds. 

Eleanora: Yeah. We toured with 
THE DEVIL DOGS last spring. We 
went up to Canada and did some 
midwest stuff. And last fall we went 
out with RANCID and a couple of 
other bands like GUTTERMOUTH 
and BIG DRILL CAR. 

RI: So you’ve been seeing some 
pretty good size crowds. 

Eleanora: Yeah! The average has 
been like five or six hundred. The 
low was like three hundred. So that 
has been really fun, that was really 
cool. We’ve been pretty busy. Now 
I’ve been home for a couple of 
months writing songs for the next 
record. 


RI: When is that scheduled to be 
released? 

Eleanora: We don’t know yet. 
Hopefully we’re going to record 
when we get back in the begining of 
May. 

RI: Is this tour only going to cover 
the East Coast? 

Eleanora: No, it’s all over. We’re 
going to be gone for around three 
months. It’s a really long tour. It’s 
going to be with SAMIAM the entire 
tour. It’s going to take us through all 
of the US and parts of Canada. 

RI: Is Blackout! going to be 
putting out this next release? 

Eleanora: Yeah, I believe so. Unless 
something weird happens. It’s a long 
time between then and now. 

RI: The music industry is kind of 
funny that way. Anyway... You 
seem to have somewhat of a 
reputation. It seems clothing has a 
way of coming off of you on stage. 
What prompts you to do this? 

Eleanora: (laughing) I think that’s 
indicative of the other members. I 
tend to stay pretty well clothed. It’s 
just a drunken thing. 

RI: Is your video to the song 
“Booze Cabana” being played 
anywhere right now? 

Eleanora: Yeah, it is. It’s being 
played on channel 17 (ed: NY 
station, I assume) and a couple of 
different networks and channels / 
cable channels in different parts of 
the country. 

RI: As far as MTV goes... 

Eleanora: They’ve been interested, 
but they keep telling us to recut it. 
We did it once and we agreed, but... 


they actually pointed something out 
that we had already felt a little long 
and awkward. So we did recut, but 
since then I don’t think we’ve 
resubmitted it. They’re a big corpo- 
ration. Even their 120 Minutes, 
which is supposedly for new artists, 
don’t play anything that hasn’t 
already been accepted by radio. It’s 
not like they’re really known for 
breaking new artists. 

RI: But you guys have seen some 
radio play, at least locally. 

Eleanora: Yeah. In a couple of 
different markets-in Atlanta, in 
Chicago, out on the west coast, and a 
couple of more places in between 
there, but I’m not sure. 

RI: Did the song “Booze Cabana” 
have any personal relevence? 

What inspired the song? 

Eleanora: Actually, I didn’t write 
those lyrics, and I love those lyrics. 
They’re really dark. It’s weird 
because the music is so upbeat, but 
the lyrics are so dark. That was 
written by our old bass player and 
our current guitar player as a joke, I 
think. And then I came into rehearsal 
and heard it cause we were all late 
for rehearsal, and they were just 
fucking around with it. I thought that 
was pretty weird. It was a ballad 
when they were doing it, but I 
listened to it very closely and I read 
the words to it and I loved it so we 
put it together. 

RI: Are you planning on leaving 
the country to tour any time soon? 

Eleanora: Yeah. Hopefully we plan 
on doing a European tour and 
possibly a Japanese one the next 
Spring / Summer. 

RI: Japan should be really good. 
They eat up all this shit. 


Eleanora: Yeah. We just hear all the 
tales from the DEVIL DOGS’ time 
which was crazy. So now we really 
want to go. 

RI: Let’s back up a little. Could 
you give us a brief history of the 
band. This will be out about a 
week before your show and this 
will give people a reference point. 


Bungle. So the Goops were really 
bad, rude kids, which is very appro- 
priate for us. 

RI: I guess this leads me right into 
the next question. What was the 
most embarassing moment you’ve 
had while touring? 

Eleanora: Well, at one point rather 
recent, I had a stomach flu and threw 


It’s just like two whole pages of 
really tiny photos of me and a bunch 
of other people. I was really pissed 
cause I thought we were getting like 
a half page or something. But that’s 
the way the cookie crumbles. 

RI: Do you feel that being a 
woman in a band puts on any 
pressure on you to stand up for 
any issues? 


Eleanora: Carl, which is on the 
record, is not with us any more. 
Everybody else on the record is 
in the current lineup. Before we 
did the record, we had a differ- 
ent bass player. His name was 
Pete. I was also in a different 
band with the drummer. We’re 
both from Pennsylvania. The 
music was different from this. It 
was all original written by the 
guitar player. 

RI: So what shaped the sound 
that you have now? 


Eleanora: I guess stuff that we 
used to listen to. We pretty much all 
listened to punk in high school. The 
guitar player and I started the band. The 
band he was in broke up, and the band 
I was in, or was trying to start, never 
happened. We put together a punk 
cover band. We just did it as a way of 
passing time. But then we started writ- 
ing songs together, and it really clicked. 



up - sort of on stage. I knew it was 
coming, and I tried to duck behind 
one of the bass amps. Everybody 
thought that it was part of the show 
and that if was very punk rock. 

RI: I heard that Interview maga- 
zine was interested in doing some- 
thing with you. What happened 
with that? 


Eleanora: I’ll tell you this, it’s 
a little difficult being in a van 
with four other guys and 
another one driving that’s 
usually a guy. Women that do 
that job get paid pretty well for 
it. We’re broke so we pay 
whoever we can. All my 
girlfriend’s have jobs and can’t 
go on the road for three months 
with no money, although I’d 
love to have at least one other 
girl in the band. It’s such a drag 
listening to stories. As far as 
issues in my lyrics... Basically I 
tackle issues in my lyrics that 
are very personal to me. The lyrics 
are extremely honest and they do 
sometimes deal with the fact that I’m 
female. I have a lot of feelings about 
a lot of issues and quite a bit of them 
involve women. I wouldn’t say that 
primarily I focus on that, but it’s 
inevitable. I touch a lot of other 
issues as well. 


RI: Could you tell me about the 
name of the band? What the hell is 
a “Goop?” 

Eleanora: I always forget to tell 
people, and they think it’s like 
something dripping. We got the name 
out of Webster’s Dictionary. It was a 
cartoon character at the turn of the 
century that was meant to describe 
children with bad manners. It was a 
kids comic that went with these 
poems. It was to show children how 
not to behave. Kind of like that thing 
that Pee Wee Herman did with Mr. 


Eleanora: That actually came out 
back in April or May. It was supposed 
to be a feature. They wanted to use all 
these New York people, so they ended 
up spreading it out over two issues. 
The first issue they had people with 
full page or half page photos with text 
to go along with it. By the second 
issue they had so many people left 
over that what they did was that they 
printed these little tiny photos from 
the contact sheets and did these little 
strips. Visually, how they layed it out, 
I thought was pretty ugly and boring. 


RI: If you had to describe your 
music to Hellen Keller, what would 
you have her feel? 

Eleanora: I’d probably electrocute 
her! Maybe not electrocute her, but 
give her an electric shock. Maybe put 
a battery in her mouth. 

RI: You mention growing up with 
punk rock. How important do you 
think the RAMONES have been to 
rock n roll? 

Eleanora: Oh god! They rule the 
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planet, as far as I’m concerned! We 
were on our way to a show in DC 
and we were talking and listening to 
a really long RAMONES tape and 
when it was over we asked what 
everyone wanted to hear next. The 
discussion wasn’t long; we just 
flipped it over. We were just laugh- 
ing because how many times have we 
heard that already. We just listen to 
them over and over. Unfortunately 
we haven’t played with them yet. 

RI: You have a song about Iggy 
Pop. I guess it’s autobiographical? 

Eleanora: That’s a horror story. I 
met him one night and I was really 
drunk. I tell people I threw up on 
him, but I think I actually threw up 
on his shoes or something. The truth 
is that I really don’t remember. He’s 
like an idol so that’s really 
embarrasing. I know people that 
know him and he doesn’t even 
remember the situation, which is 
even worse. 

RI: Well, next time try diarrhea. 
Who did the comic for the 7" and 
is any of that based on truth? 

Eleanora: Yeah, that’s another little 
tour story. We went up to Providence 
for a long weekend. It’s sort of 
autobiographical. A lot of crazy 
things happened that weekend. We 
actually toned it down quite a bit. 
There are a lot of things that hap- 
pened that we don’t want to glorify 
or condone. It’s really bad stuff 
(devilish laughter). It’s illustrated by 
these guys from Seattle - Pat 
Moriarty and Jim Blanchard - from 
fantagraphics books. 

RI: Other than music, what are the 
things that bring you the most 
passion in life. 

Eleanora: (devilish laughter again) I 
know it sounds very shallow, but I 
really like to party and meet people. I 


like big partys. I hate the aspect of 
punk rock that is really judgemental 
and real political. I do think that it is 
important to address issues, but at the 
same time I think that the main 
purpose of music is to uplift. 

RI: Punk rock seems to get bogged 
down in martyrdom, a lot of times. 

Eleanora: Exactly! I hate that. 
They’ve been fed that dogma from 
like...MRR. 

RI: Speaking of politics, what do 
you consider to be a feminist, and 
do you consider yourself a femi- 
nist? 

Eleanora: Yeah, I do, but I think that 
people really have to reexamine what 
that means. Not really for this 
generation, but for older people who 
coined that term. It has a lot of 
negative conotations. It shouldn’t 
mean anti-men. 

RI: I think that people have given 
it a much broader meaning than it 
was ever was meant to have. I 
think it’s pretty simple, as far as 
equality. But people have projected 
hatred And all these negative 
feelings. 

Eleanora: That’s a totally different 
genre. I feel like telling people to just 
look it up in the dictionary. It 
shouldn’t have all these other defini- 
tions to it. If you don’t know what 
the original meaning of the word is, 
you can’t argue. 

RI: What’s your most recent 
release? Is it the one you’re work- 
ing on now? 

Eleanora: Our most recent release is 
the 7" with the comic book with 
“One Kiss Left” and a cover of 
“Build Me Up Buttercup” on it. We 
also have stuff that has yet to come 
out. Blackout! is doing a punk rock 


juke box compilation with all these 
bands doing covers. We’re on it along 
with GUTTERMOUTH, who’s doing 
a CURE song on it. They’re a great 
band. They play the type of music 
that I never really got into, LA 
hardcore, but they really turned my 
head around. They’re so energetic 
and fun. Lars and Lint from RANCID 
and Chicky {spelling??) from 
SHEER TERROR and Mark Ramone 
are going to do an old RAMONES 
song. A bunch or other Blackout! 
bands will be on it. 


RI: For someone who may be 
curious about seeing you live, what 
type of show can people expect to 
see? 

Eleanora: Loud, fast, and hard! 

RI: Is there anything else you 
would like to say before we end 
this? 


Eleanora: Yeah, I’d like to tell Hazel 
to listen to her stomach because it 
doesn’t lie.

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Underground 

Croatia 

This scene report of Croatia was sent to us by 
Darko Prolic of United Blood Fanzine. In- 
stead of making this as chaotic as some of the 
other stuff in this line, I have opted to give you 
pure text followed by two pages of photos. 
Don 7 even think of just overlooking this page , 
buddy. 

Believe it or not, this small country called 
Croatia, has a scene, and to be honest, that scene 
is a good one, I mean when we compare it with 
other East European countries. For example, the 
Punk movement started a year or two after the 
“big boom” in UK, despite the fact that Croatia 
was only a part of a bigger state called Yugosla- 
via. So, a couple of years ago, politicians did their 
duty, and had a big, stupid, horrible war between 
all the nations that have lived here, which isn't 
over yet. But this is not, and it'll never be a story 
about war, because I just want to introduce you 
to this part of the world's underground, which 
I'm sure, you are not familiar with. OK, let's start 
with our biggest names... 

First band that comes to my mind is definitely 
Let 3. Members of this band were in that first 
generation of Punk rock, so I surely can say that 
they have a lot of experience, at least by the music 
they play. Their fourth, latest CD “Peace” is 
really a great mix of rock music, psychedelic 
atmosphere, etno folk elements and pure punk 
energy. Check them out, and you are not going to 
regret it. Another big name is KUI) IDIOTI 
(check out “Bonaca's” address). Their fifth al- 
bum is also expected very soon. For over 13 years, 
they've played a really cool type of Punk Rock, 
mixed also with some HC elements. The band had 
played many gigs all over Europe, and their first 
LP was put out on the German label Incognito 
Records back in 1989. Another quite popular 
band is HLADNO PI VO (c/o Zoran Snbosic, 
Spanjoska 1, 41040 Zagreb). Well, I consider 
them younger (they've play for about six years) 
and they only have one Cl) out. Second one is 
expected soon. Now, MOTUS VITA FST (c/o 
Rade Preradovic, 1 1 Novoselskiodvojak5,41040 
Zagreb) are one of the first real hardcore hands 
in the country formed in 1987. Their first LP 
called “Cogito Aude” was released on an Aus- 
trian independent label called Sacro Fgoisimo 
Records and their second one should be out in 
spring. How many of you have heard of one of the 
worlds finest grind bands called PATARFNI (c / 
o Davor Kodzoman, Tuskanova 26, 41000 
Zagreb)? Well, for your information they do 
come from Croatia, and at the moment, they are 
more active than ever. Cl) compilation “Tribute 
to PATARFNI” should be out one of these days, 
so watch out! TRANSMISI.IA is one of those 
hands who are more popular outside than inside 
Croatia. This summer they signed to Mute 
Records and they were supposed to go on their 
first American tour, but I don't know what has 
happened with that. Well, to be honest, I can't 


put them into a HC scene, because they sound 
more like MINISTRY or HELMET, but anyway, 
it’s good to mention their name. OVERFLOW (c/ 
o Goran Zivkovic, T rg Krai ja Zvonimira 1 , 43300 
Koprivnica) is one of Croat's biggest musical 
hopes. Some of the people say, that they are one 
of the best things that happened to Europe in the 
past five years. T ry to get one of their albums, and 
you'll find out what I'm talking about. They also 
played as support for bands like LES THUGS, 
URGE OVERKILL, D.O.A. and so on... If they 
were from the U.S.A. they would he millionaires 
just like GREENDAY. New 7" is expected soon 
on an Italian label. There are also some cool 
hardcore bands like DARE TO GO (c/o Dario 
Vitez, Prosenikova 13,41000 Zagreb), GARAGE 
MONSTERS, MEGABITCH (c/o Igor Rosanda, 
Nazorova 36, 52000 Pula), etc. who are popular 
in Croatia, but are not so famous outside. DARE 
TO GO signed to a Croatian major label Suzy 
Records, so their dehut major album was sup- 
posed to be out before Christmas, but I don't 
know what happened. They have also played 
several times in Italy and Slovenia. 

Let's continue with some more alternative. 
Hnim. How should I say “noisy” hands, who are 
also very important for the whole underground. 
The biggest part of that white guitar noise scene 
is based in cities like Rijeka and Zagreb. In 
Rijeka, there is REGOC who have one excellent 
LP out on the Slovenian label FV Zalozba, and 
for me personally, it’s one of my favorite Croatian 
releases. They had some big problems with all of 
the members, especially with the singer, so they 
didn't play live for over a year, but now they are 
in the studio, recording brand new material. 
FANCY LAZY comes from the same town as 
REGOC, and they have very similar music style 
(a’la NOMEANSNO, with very strong rhythm 
section). Their first CD should be out in the 
spring. Ok, now let's move to Zagreb with HA 
DET BRA playing similar music as JESUS LIZ- 
ARD, and SUMSKI w ith their crazy attitude and 
weird style (totally experimental). GONE BOLD 
is the name of the project of HA DET BRA and 
ACHTUNG DICHTUNG (another noisy hand 
from Zagreb) members. They now live in 
Amsterdam, w here they had signed to Konkurell 
Records. Well, that's about it for those tw o cities, 
because there are also cool bands from Split like 
NO COMMENT (c/o Oleg Beric, Uskocka 14, 
58000 Split) (great music like FUGAZI) and 
TOUCH FRICTION (they have one CD out, 
played as support to C arter USM, and their video 
was performed on MTV), and also from Osijek 
WHY STAKLA (c/o Viktor Vilic, Vinkovacka 
44 A 54000 Osijek). 

Crossover, you know that, thrash etc. scene also 
have big names like VELIKI BIJELI SLO, VEG- 
ETABLE SOUP and THE CARDINALS. 

There is a small number of bands w ho are not 
against any kind of religion. One of those is 
MATCHLESS GIFT (P.O. Box 68, 41001 
Zagreb). Their lyrics talk about more spiritual 
stuff, and some of the hand members are into that 
Krishna consciousness thing. Well, if you thought, 
their music is something like SHELTER or simi- 
lar, you're wrong, because they play, you know 
that rock'n'roll stuff. Their second album is out 
now. 

And, to he honest, there is a quite strong anarcho 
scene over here. I mean, it's not so big, but it sure 


is more popular now' then ever. Just to mention 
some bands like NULA (cheek out Gians Penissis 
fanzine) (HC/Punk). APARTIDI (c/o Goran 
Ivanovic, Stjepana Radica 62, 553000 Pozega) 
(hard-core). ANTITUDE (Pnnk/HC with female 
vocals), BIJES ZDRAVOG RAZUMA (thrashy 
HC), NONSENSE (c/o Boris Milakovic, Sv. Duha 
30, 55300 Pozega) (Grind/Crust), etc. supported 
by a big number of anarcho fanzines like War- 
head, Fecal Forces, Gians Penises (c/o Vedran 
Meniga, V. Ruzdjaka 8, 41000 Zagreb), Fight 
Back, Infections (c/o Miro Lemaic, 1 Mestrovica 
28,44000 Sisak). In Medias Res, and many others 
+ some anarcho organizations like Z.A.P.O etc. 

As I mentioned there are some fanzines. I just 
w ant to let you know that there are more than 20 
fc zines active at the moment, which are not into 
anarchy, or something like that, but just into a 
music or more philosophical things. Here are 
some of them: United Blood (c/o Darko Prolic, 
Vinkovacka 53, 58000 Split), Make A Change (c/ 

0 Vedran Mocibob, Drscevka 13, 51400 Pazin), 
Nova Feedback(c/o Ivan Mucnjak, Markusevecka 
157,41060 Zagreb), Monte Paradiso(C/o M laden 
Rabota, M. Oreskoviea 68, 52000 Pula), Black 
Side, Little Hitlers (Kreso Babic, Vukovarska 
171, 58000 Split), Balkanski Spijun (c/o Nikola 
predovic, Hrv. Mornarice 32, 58000 Split), etc. 
There is no main fanzine in Croatia like MRR is 
in the U.S.A., or Zap is in Germany, and biggest 
print of all these I mentioned is around 500 or 600 
copies, w Inch is not bad at all, considering the fact 
that a majority of k zines are w ritten in Croatian 
language. 

The only newspaper that covers the world’s 
alternative music scene is Heroina, and it comes 
out once every month. As far as foreign bands 
appearing in Croatia, the situation is much w orse 
then it w as 5 or 6 years ago in former Yogoslavia, 
but I'm not complaining about it. A couple of 
months ago, there was a RAMON ES gig in Zagreb, 
M.D.C. together with FIFTEEN in Pula and 
SLAPSHOT also in Pula. A few days ago, there 
was the COWS and HAMMERHEAD playing in 
Zagreb. Well, at least Italy and Slovenia are not 
too far, so there is also a possibility to go there to 
see some cool bands play live. 

So, there are only record labels left, and to be 
honest there is not too much to talk about. Before 
the w ar, the situation in Yugoslavia generaly was 
good, but now, it really sucks. The best label is 
still Listen Loudest Records (Samoborska 97c 
41090 Zagreb) (remember first LP from THE 
HUMPERS ?!), but not the last. There is also 
Dancing Bear which is basically a record store 
and a distribution, but last year they made a 
compilation CD called “The Best Of Indie Rock 
Made In Croatia” with some of the bands I 
mentioned on it. Very important are also some 
indipendent tape labels like III In The Head (P.O. 
Box 60, 42220 Novi Marof)and Bonaca(V. Nazora 
19,52000 Pula). We can consider T.R.I.P. Records 
as an indipendent label, but they do their distri- 
bution through a major label Craotia Records, so 

1 don't know what to think... I guess it's OK. 

So, next time, when you read in your daily 
newspapers something about a war over here, 
think about this little story I wrote, and you 
should figure out that there is always another, 
positive side. Peace! 
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There are quite a few names thrown around in this issue. I encourage 
all of those people mentioned to do one of two things: a. don't take 
yourself so seriously b. write us back presenting your point of view 
on the subject.

He also claimed 
that the city of Sunrise required bouncers, which 
was another $80 off the top for people that did ab- 
solutely nothing. The day of THE QUEERS’ show, 
he made like $750 and I made $250 which is what 
I had to use to pay out the bands with plus the PA. 
The last show there, people got him really good by 
fucking up the bathrooms and walls. 

RI: l)o you think any of you will ever amount 
to anything in life? 

Chuck: I'm gonna make manager of Office Depot 
and get a corvette!!

ITY 7". I released the 2nd HUMAN ODDITIES 7". 
The Cl IICKENHEAD and CAVITY 7" came out at 
the same time. 1 was selling both for a dollar and we 
were scamming the postage. I got ridiculous. 1 was 
getting like 7 letters a day. 

RI: You must have been losing a lot of money? 

Emil: It costs like $ 1 . 1 5 each 7" in the first pressing 
and about half that the second. pressing. You make 
your money back in the second pressing. It got re- 
ally discouraging. I’d get letters saying, “ I lere’s $1 , 
send me CHICKENI IEAD. “ That’s all it would say. 
Ideally you'd get a letter and you and make contact 
with people. Eventually my motivation went down 
because of that. I also got a letter in my mail from 
my post office saying that they had caught on to my 
postage scamming. I was using alcohol on stamps 
and also printing “postage for the blind” outside the 
package if it was going to stores. Eventually what is 
going to happen is that every record will still be a 
dollar, but the postage will be charged like Black- 
list. Theoretically you could get 5 7"ers for like $7 
that way. It'll keep going. The Cl IICKENI IEAD and 
CAVITY 7"ers just got repressed. It happens in 
spurts. 1 don't want it to turn into a job, something 
you have to do. I have this idea where 1 just sell the 
records on the road. I'll keep everything in press 
with at least 500 of them and then I'll have like a 
tour - but of the label. I'll sell them to stores and at 
shows.

CD vs VINYL 

by Matthias Kopfer / Europe 


Hello everybody! This time I 
figured I could continue my article 
on CDs vs. vinyl, something I 
originally scheduled for issue #1, but 
eventually abandoned. 

I know that there are still many 
vinyacs out there including myself, and 
I’m glad it is that way. In other places 
like Japan for instance the production 
of vinyl has been given up years and 
years ago now. Fortunately this is not 
yet the case in Germany and many 
other places, even though one can see 
the tendency to do so. It seems to be 
mainly the underground music scene 
that has been vinyl’s savior so far, flip- 
ping through zines I can still find a lot 
of vinyl on sale and also a lot of people 
who completely reject CDs. 

The tendency to completely abandon 
vinyl should not really surprise any- 
one, though: first, the production of a 
CD is cheaper than that of a record. 
This even applies to less than 1,000 
items and since a lot of major labels 
have their own pressing plant and the 
numbers produced are much higher it 
is even cheaper for them (to give you 
an idea about it, pressing 1 ,000 items 
should cost you about $2 each includ- 
ing booklet and everything). Yet they 
can and actually do charge you a good 
30% more then for vinyl - the only 
question is: who rakes in the extra 
profit? I’m sure it is not the artists! 

But this is just one of many reasons 
why things go the way they do besides 
facts like that it costs less to mail CDs, 
players are cheap now, they are widely 
accepted, CDs are much more conve- 
nient to handle with regard to many 
things (you do not have to turn them 
around, the total time one can cram on 
it is much longer than that of vinyl) 
and last but not least, the better sound 
quality as to disturbing sounds. Mind 


you, I did not say the overall sound 
quality because when I once directly 
compared what sounded better to me, 
using the very same recording and 
switching to and fro between disc and 
vinyl, I came to the surprising conclu- 
sion that vinyl had a much fuller 
sound... The bad thing about it is that 
in contrast to the early days of the CD, 
now as the vaults seem to be empty, 
record labels hardly include extra 
tracks anymore and the average length 
of a CD is probably not much more 
than that of the vinyl version (if there 
exists one at all). Some labels even 
turn things upside down by including 
extra tracks on vinyl. 

Sadly enough, not even “alternative” 
labels make use of the CD’s bigger ca- 
pacity, one of the saddest examples for 
that fact is Taang! Records that re- 
leased the first 2 LPs by THE 
FREEZE on two separate discs even 
though they would easily have fitted 
on one. Needless to say why.. .Other 
labels show much more fairness^ 

De Konkurrent Records inEafopeand 
Mordam Records in tteTJS, for in- 
stance. Not only do tjaey sell CDs re- 
ally cheap (not changing much more 
that for records usually!), but they also 
use as much of the capacity available. 
This is what I wpuld consider fair. 

For me there is another reason to be 
suspicious of completely turning one’s 
back to vinyl: once CD is the only 
remaining formatVhey can easily raise 
the prices for it a\ they already an- 
nounced years agoNJn Europe they 
plan on finally selling\for up to DM 
50 (which equals more than $30). To 
me all this seems pretty mucnl 
rable to the dependence a lot of people" 
here deliberately get themselves into 
by accepting cable TV instead of the 
previous reception via (receiving) 


aerial on their roofs. Not only will they 
decide on the prices you’ll have to pay 
for information but also what kind of 
information you will get. I mean who 
can tgll what madman will take over 
the leadership of your or my country 
one day? 

However, it is great to see vinyl sur- 
viving so far in the “underground” do- 
main and I hope it will always be that 
way, until now there is still a hell load 
of vinyl originating in that scene. Af- 
ter all there is one group of people that 
will always keep vinyl alive: the col- 
lectors. The first reason for that can be 
found in the fact that some recordings 
have never been available on CD and 
probably never will. The second is that 
for collectors collecting is more than 
just the music stored on no matter what 
medium. I have hardly come across any 
CDs that have even gained an idealis- 
tic value among collectors, since few 
of them are limited. 

Take CHRISTIAN DEATH for in- 
see the reviews section) 
to demonstratesanother reason why 
people do and wilNupport vinyl. They 
used to be one of those bands known 
for their artistic cover ahd booklet art- 
work that, along with iheir music, 
formed a whole. You just could not 
separate the artistic aspect! from their 
musifc without neglecting an important 
^paj^of the band itself.. .In tne CD for- 
mat all of this is lost. I’ny sure there 
are many more bands liW them, that 
could serve as an examnje. 

It is my firm conviction that vinyl 
will, if it does not survive in the fu- 
ture, at least arrays survive among 
collectorsip^rfir and other scenes. And 
■ whc r g tves a shit anyway, whether the 
new Phil Collins or Michael Jackson 
record is available on vinyl or not? In 
any case, I don’t! 
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Returning respect and self-determina- 
tion to the battered and abused of this 
land of the free and the brave.

It’s easy to do. If news 
reports of the recent sen- 
sational suicides and ho- 
micides involving children 
can be trusted, it appears 
that most parents care so 
little about the proper 
handling of handguns 
that kids can find fully 
loaded weapons with 
safeties off in bedrooms, 
bathrooms, kitchens, 
livingrooms-between the 
salt and pepper, next to 
the coasters on the end 
tables, or stuck behind 
the couch cushions with 
the remote control. The 
incredible ease with 
which children find hand- 
guns makes one wonder 
if parents are using their 
kids’ toy boxes to hide 
weapons. 

UP THE BUREAUCRACY: A deaf kid 
waits two hours (her appointment was 
at 8:30 a.m.) to see a case worker at 
an HRS office in Dade County. The 
case .worker phoned his secretary 
around 9 a.m. to say he was tracking 
down one of his clients in Overtown 
but he’s actually leaving Bodyworks 
after his routine morning workout. 
When he arrives at the office shortly 
after 10:30, he’s carrying a beat up 
briefcase containing nothing but a 
Porta phone and his beeper. 

After several minutes of checking 
his beeper messages and dialing 
numbers on the Porta, he calls the 


client into his office but tells the 
interpreter-who’s services are billed at 
$35 per hour, and today’s invoice will 
exceed $140 because of the delays-to 
wait in the outer office. He boasts to 
his colleagues about the exceptional 
concern that his has for the “handi- 
capped,” and he likes to think that he 
has a special relationship with this 
deaf kid, who hates the case worker’s. 

There’s another ten-minute delay 
as this nitwit case worker talks on and 
on and on about his desire to help the 


handicapped-the Deaf considered 
themselves a culture, not handi- 
capped-but the deaf kid can’t hear a

word. The interpreter is then sum- 
moned and told to explain the contents 
of a file to the deaf kid. Then, while 
the case worker calls a girlfriend and 
chats about various places to go to 
dinner, the deaf girl signs nasty things 


about him to the interpreter. Right 
about this time the deaf kid decides 
that she ought to bring her dad’s 
Tech-9 next time and straighten out 
this situation once and for all. 

OFF THE POLITICIANS: Tallahas- 
see and Washington DC are filled 
with smart-dressed, chauffeured, 
privileged celebrities who sell 
confidence as slick as ice and just as 
cold. They think children have it bad 
because there’s a shortage of family 
values and guns. That’s 
right-guns. If only 
everybody had his or her 
Constitutional right to 
bear arms, the national 
debt, the trade imbal- 
ance, the rise of illiteracy, 
illegitimacy, and immoral- 
ity-all the ills of contem- 
porary American society 
would disappear. Just 
like that. (You voted for 
these idiots, so don't 
laugh.) Of course, 
they’ve forgotten they 
were kids once; other- 
wise, they’d remember 
what family values really 
are. (Who’s bickering, 
cheating, co-dependent, 
drunken, child-abusing 
parents are going to be 
the national model for 
family values?) And, 
these pampered pols 
would also know that 
every time the NRA 
campaigns against gun 
legislation, whether or 
not the legislation gets 
passed, more hand guns 
make it to the streets. It’s 
one of the many un- 
pleasant and unavoidable byproducts 
of the gun control debate in Wash- 
ington. Another byproduct-this 
nation’s ugly little secret-is that 
adults are pushing guns to kids. And 
the Republicans want to make it 
legal. 

It’s difficult not to become 
embittered by the overwhelming 
number of news reports regarding 
violence by and against children. 
Ev£n though the FBI recently 
distributed a report-which received 
only minor coverage in the media- 
that violent crimes by all age groups 
had decreased over the last ten 
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years, it had very little impact. Instead, 
television news, especially here in 
South Florida, has made violence 
against children the headliner for most 
evening segments, the most sensa- 
tional stories targeting violence by 
children against children. And now, the 
violence seems to be escalating as a 
growing number of cases involve 
handguns. 

What can be done about this? If 
the evidence is correct, there doesn’t 
seem to be much that the police, 
schools, HRS, courts or elected 
officials can do. Despite public 
pressure and legal mandates to 
protect children from harm, social 
agencies seem to lack the will to 
execute policy. Also, more frightening, 
it seems to be too easy to purchase 
guns on the black market, particularly 
when a child can buy a gun apparently 
at anytime. The pizza shooting 
incident highlighted that concern when 
a thirteen year old, angered by the 
perceived rudeness of a homeless 
man, purchased a gun within a hour, 
around 4 a.m., and returned to kill the 
offender. The incident was probably 
more complicated than what was 
reported by the press, but still, the 
child seemed to think that it was a lot 
easier to purchase a gun and avenge 
himself than to reconcile with the 
homeless man, whose offense 
appears to have been taking an extra 
slice of pizza. 

If we turn to elected officials for 
leadership here, we are quickly 
disappointed. Where’s Joe when we 
need him? Like most politicians in 
South Florida, he’s busy with his own 
malfeasance. While not all have the 
time to globe-hop like Joe and remain 
close at home, often under court 
order, our local mayors and commis- 
sioners appear to be too busy with 
fraud, election rigging, bribery, drug- 
ging, and fist-fighting to concern 
themselves with the welfare of 
children. 

If we turn to the courts, we are 
again confronted with a legacy of 
bribery and incompetence. Courtroom 
Broom exposed only a small part of 
bribe-taking among judges. Most were 
privately happy to see that only a few 
of their colleagues were indicted. 
Wouldn’t you love to have a list of the 
reservations at that cozy, bribery/ 
ristorante in Coconut Grove? Judges 
here are little more than lawyers 


turned politicians; what are they willing 
to do? Risk their political careers for 
children? Not! 

If we turn to the police, we face 
Dade’s dirty little secret. Most of the 
police are illiterate, in Spanish or 
English. Few can pass a High School 
Competency Test. Most have to be 
tutored to achieve a ninth grade 
reading level on the Test of Adult 
Basic Education. If the local gen- 
darmes are challenged daily to figure 
out what the letters on the steering 
columns of their cruisers mean, how 
can we expect them to devote any 
effort to caring about the “toys” 
children are playing with? It’s not 
difficult to understand now why 
recently in Miami, a boy, waving a toy 
gun, was shot by a policeman. 

Given this deplorable state of 
affairs, I propose, modestly of course, 
that we give the Republicans a 
chance to show how their “Contract 
with America” might offer a solution. 
Just maybe, possibly, could a combi- 
nation of family values and gun control 
repeal do the trick? 

What could we expect? 

ONE POSSIBILITY: Even kids who 
don’t know how to buy guns now will 
be able to have one. And, not no 
ordinary gun, neither. A real MAK-90 
or AR-15 or the newer, better, im- 
proved Sharp-9 (the remodeled Tech- 
9) with ammo that’ll put a hole through 
a chest protector or blow guts from 
here to kingdom come. Yeah, the real 
good stuff that any kid would give his 
right arm for. Now kids can blow that 


old man away who’s been bothering 
their sisters. Or take out that HRS 
case worker who doesn’t give a damn. 
Or maybe-Glory be!-blow a few holes 
in the limousine of some Tallahassee 
pol who sells promises like the local 
pusher sells drugs. 

Everybody should have a gun! 

Kids need them to defend themselves 
from abusive parents and grandpar- 
ents, and foster-parents and foster- 
grandparents; and ruthless teachers 
who assign homework and make you 
stand up in class and talk; and brutal, 
unscrupulous cops who have guns 
and use them to get sex in the back 
seat or to shake down drug dealers or 
heist illegal guns from teenage crew 
members to sell to the mob. Little kids 
need guns to protect themselves from 
gun slinging older siblings. Babies 
need guns to protect themselves from 
mothers who leave them in public 
restrooms, or from day-care workers 
who taunt and abuse them. Fetuses 
need guns to protect themselves in the 
womb from mothers who smoke, 
drink, drug or contemplate abortion. 
Ask a Right-to-Lifer; they’ll tell you, 
“Yeah, arm the defenseless unborn, 
now!”. You think I joke? Try being an 
“abortion” doctor in Florida. Try 
discussing illegal immigration or IQ 
tests in an unemotional, rational, 
deliberative manner in a well-lit, public 
place-anywhere. 

Guns for everyone. It’s the 
American way: A chicken in every pot; 
a car in every driveway; a Tech-9 in 
every sandbox.

I must admit that this German band 
features instruments that I have never even 
heard the name of until now, but their sound 
gives you an idea of what festivities might have 
been like back then in the “dark” Middle Ages. 
However, the result is a unique blend that 
ranges from songs with a punky /gothic edge to 
them over purely instrumental (“traditional”) 
songs to a mixture between traditional and 
modem elements.
